Yesterday’s surrender of independence 
by the State Board of Corrections comes 
as a distinct disappointment to those who 
had hoped Georgia’s prison system had 
been irretrievably removed from politics. 

It is also highly discouraging to those 
of us who have thought and said that the 
new Governor was determined to give the 
people of this State relief from the in- 
cessant partisanship with which we have 
been afflicted for the past decade. 

In truth, we quite fail to understand 
what objection Herman Talmadge could 
have had to Prison Director C. A. Wil- 
liams, whom the Board fired, “without 
prejudice,” after a conference with Tal- 
madge yesterday morning. Williams has 


done a good job. The Board at least had 


the courage to admit that in dismissing 
him so summarily. But more important, 
from the Governor’s supposed point of 
view, Williams had stttdiously avoided 
taking any part in last Summer's cam- 
paign. Indeed, he issued a directive to all 
hands expressly prohibiting political ac- 
tivity of any kind, the result being that 
the Department of Corrections was as 
little invelved in politics as any of which 
we know. Moreover, Williams was one of 
too few State officials, elective, appoin- 
tive or otherwise, who had the temerity to 
stand up to the Governor’s office when he 
thought it in the wrong. We well recall 
his public denunciation of Acting Gov. 
Thompson’s plan to use prison labor at 
Jekyll Island, the work to be charged

This means that one of the most impor- 
tant of our constitutional boards has been 
scuttled and public confidence in the oth- 
ers undermined. The Department of Cor- 
rections was given constitutional status in 
1943 when the first five members of the 
Board were named for terms of one, two, 
three, four and five years—for which they 

_drew—so that never again could any one 
Governor name a majority of the mem- 
bership. Prison reform thus became an 
actuality, rather than a recurring platform 
promise, in Georgia. Wiley Moore and 
Francis Hammack, the first two directors 
under the revised setup, made much prog- 
ress. Williams continued it. And we had 
cause to hope that Georgia at last had a 
prison system from which partisan poli- 
tics had been removed. 

But, apparently, this was not to be the 
case. 

Not content with naming his own men 
to the vacancies occasioned by the expira- 
tion of the terms of two of the Board’s five 
members, the Governor has allegedly 
sought and received full surrender of the 
Board’s autonomy. 

We shudder at the implications.

Changes 
In the South 


Ralph McGill is on vacation. During his 

absence, this space will be used for a series of 

interesting articles on Georgia, especially pre- 

pared by Gus Bernd, Historical Research Assistant in the Office 
of the Secretary of State. 


Robert Edward Lee, of Virginia, whom Georgia’s Alexander 
H. Stephens called “the most manly man and entire gentleman I 
ever saw,” was born at Stratford-on-the-Potomac in Virginia, in the 
same roof in which two signers of the Declaration of Independence 
came into the world. His father, Gen. Richard Henry “Lighthorse 
Harry” Lee, was one of those signers. Francis Lightfoot Lee was 
the other. Though nearly always associated in the public mind 
with the State of Virginia and its history, Robert E. Lee also has a 
significant place in Georgia history. It was on the soil of Georgia 
that he saw his first military service. . 

It was on one of Georgia’s “Golden Isles” that his father died: 
was buried with military honors, and rested in a grave there for 
nearly 100 years. “Lighthorse Harry” also played an outstanding 
part in the recapture of Augusta from the British during the Revo- 
lutionary War. The elder Lee died in 1818 on Cumberland Island 
while seeking relief for an illness on a visit to the home of the 
daughter of Gen. Nathanie] Greene, under whom he had fought 
during the war for independence. 

The body of Gen. Richard Henry Lee remained buried at Dunge- 
ness on the island until 1913 when, due to the action of Virginia, 
it was removed to the Lee Chapel at Lexington, Va., where he now 
rests beside son Robert. Georgia’s patriotic societies made futile 
protests over this removal. 


: But what of the services in Georgia of Robert E. 
In Georgia >» Lee, probably the most highly respected name in 
all Southern history. He had two periods of military service in 
Georgia—one while a lieutenant, the other as a géneral. In 1829, 
young Robert E. Lee, just out of West Point, began his first regu- 
lar field assignment in Georgia as an engineer participating in the 
surveys made in connection with the construction of Fort Pulaski 
on Cockspur Island near the mouth of the Savannah River. Fort 
Pulaski once comprised one of the most vital links in the Southern 
coastal defenses. The site of Lt. Lee’s residence near Fort Pulaski 
is still known; but the dwelling has long since been destroyed. 

In November, 1861, as a general, having had a baptism of fire 
in the Mexican War, Robert E. Lee again appeared on the stage of 
Georgia history. Again he came South to build up our coastal de- 
fenses, this time on behalf of the Confederate States of America. 
Stephens had a short time before this been instrumental in getting 
General Lee to resign his commission in the United States Army 
and cast his lot with the Confederacy. 

This was not yet the famous Lee of Fredericksburg, Chancellors- 
ville, Second Manassas, Spottsylvania, Cold Harbor, ete. He 
was still a comparatively minor general—assigned to the then 
somewhat unimportant Department of South Carolina, Georgia 
and Florida. The coasts of the Confederacy were in a poor condi- 
tion for defense, largely unfortified, and Gen. Lee’s engineering 


knowledge was badly needed there. 
Letter In a letter to his daughters, written from Savannah on 
Nov. 22, 1861, the picture is presented: “My Darling 
Daughters: ... This is my second visit to Savannah. I have been 
down the coast as far as Amelia Island to examine the defenses. 
They are poor indeed, and I have laid off w: k to employ our 
people a month. I hope our enemy will be polite enough to wait 
for us. It is difficult to get our people to realize their position. ... 
Your devoted father, Robert E. Lee.” 

We are told that a greater feeling of security existed among the 
people along the Georgia-Carolina coast when a month !ater, the 
eventful year’ 1862 dawned for the Confederacy; and Commander 
Lee, with a growing reputation, soon led the Army of Northern 
Virginia to many victories. While directing the coastal defenses, 
Lee set up headquarters at Coosawhatchie between Charleston and 
Savannah. The Southern coastal defenses constructed under his 
command remained impenetrable until overrun by Sherman at the 
close of his largely unopposed march through Georgia during the 
dying days of the Confederacy. 


: er Robert E. Lee’s last visit to Georgia, and his sec- 
Last Visit ond and last trip to the old tomb of his father 
was on April 18, 1870, approximately six months Lefore his death. 
As evidence of his sufferings and hope for better, he wrote from 
the Georgia coast: “We visited Cumberland Island where Alice 
decorated my father’s grave with beautiful fresh flowers. § presume 
it will be the last time I shall be able to pay it my tribute of 
respect. The cemetery is unharmed and the graves in good con- 
dition but the house at Dungeness has been burned and the island 
devastated. I hope I am better.” But it was not to be; and finally 
the brave leader, overwhelmed by duties as President of Washing- 
ton College (now Washington and Lee) and by the grief that came 
to him from the horrible story of Reconstruction in the South, col- 
lapsed and passed on early in October, 1870. Most appropriately, 
he was buried in the chapel at the college, and a beautiful recum- 
bent statue tops his tomb,

The Republicans Just Won't Learn 


. WASHINGTON—The Republicans are finding it difficult to learn a lasting lesson from the recent 
After five successive defeats for the presidency, the presumption is that they 
would be out to mend their ways, to take stock of themselves, and to see wherein they had failed. 
But we see little evidence of a change in the attitude of Old Guard leaders of the party in Congress 
as reflected in their comments and actions since the new session began. Apparently the November 


election debacle. 


election has had little meaning to them. 


Old Guard elements are starting out with the 
same defeatist attitude they have shown during 
the past 16 years of Democratic rule. They are 
pursuing the same obstructionist: tactics, voicing 
the same critical comment. Few of them are 
able to see anything good in proposals that come 
from the White House under a Democratic re- 
gime. They stil] look with jaundiced eyes. 


Although the new Eighty-first Congress is 
now only a week old, it is possible to point 
already to two outstanding examples of Re- 
‘publican defeatism. The first was the vote 
on the Administration-inspired proposal for 
liberalizing the rules of the House, so that 
it would be impossible longer for a combina- 
tion of Republicans and conservative Demo- 
crats to bottle up important legislation. 


Here was a move that definitely marked a 
step forward in modernizing our national legis- 
lative machinery. The only issue involved was 
whether or not the House itself, rather than one 
of its standing committees, should be given the 
right to say what legislation is to be considered 
on the floor. 


It seemed to offer a proposition on which 
most moderate-minded men could agree as to 
the justice without difficulty. Some Southern 
Democrats opposed the change for reasons which 
they considered paramount unto themselves and 
their interests, which may be understandable. 
But for the basic issues involved, there was no 
room for a division along party lines. 


Yet on the crucia] vote two-thirds of the 
Republican membership of the House was found 
opposing the change. The opposition smacked 
too much of the same old defeatist tactics that 
have been pursued by the GOP Old Guard from 
the beginning of the first Roosevelt. Adminis- 
tration.- It is just that they have never been 
able to see any merit in anything proposed by 
their opponents. 


In like manner practically all of the forward- 
looking measures advanced under the Roosevelt 
2 


New Deal were similarly opposed. It was as 
though the Old Guard group considered it an 
obligation to fight all progressive legislation ad- 
vanced for the welfare of the country—social 
security, public works, work relief, guarantee of 
bank deposits, supervision of the Stock Ex- 
change and the like. Each was made the target 
of Old Guard attack. 

The second example came in the comment 
forthcoming from Old Guard leaders on the 
President’s message to Congress on the State of 
the Union. Hardly any of them were able to 
see anything good in the things Mr. Truman pro- 
posed. Their comments were almost entirely 
critical. 


Now when a President has just won a sweep- 
ing upset victory at the polls, good taste—and 
good politics, it would seem—dictates that he be 
given a certain period of grace in which to make 
good on his promises. You don’t start out by 
lambasting a new preacher on his first sermon 
to a congregation. Good conscience calls for 
commending him for the parts, with which you 
agree without making too much fuss about the 
rest. There will be time enough later to be 
critical, if he doesn’t preach your brand of 
religion. 


But the GOP Old Guard started out at the 
beginning to criticize the preacher (the Presi- 
dent), who had been sent in by the Ameri- 
can people. They failed to mention the things 
in his program on which they could go along. 
Only the bad points were stressed. 


It all seems to show that the GOP, or at 
least the Old Guard element, has lost its sense 
of propriety. Perhaps it is because it has been 
the minority party so long that it has lost all 
sense of proportion. 

The Republican Party will probably not suc- 
ceed again until it learns to be for something 
rather than against everything. It is the dif- 


ference between a positive and a negative con- 
cept of political philosophy. 


Acheson, Truman, Vandenberg 


WASHINGTON—In the American government,, a new appoint- 
ment as important as that of Secretary of State is like the introduc- 
tion of a new and powerful chemical into a complicated and deli- 
cately balanced formula. All sorts of subsidiary reactions are bound 
to take place. The most interesting and important of the reactions 
to the appointment of Dean G. Acheson will be its effects on the 
White House and on the Congress. 

Acheson is distinctly the personal choice ot President Harry S. 
Truman for Secretary of State. In part, of course, the appointment 
was a consequence of a process of elimir:ation- -the choice of Chief 
Justice Fred M. Vinson or of Justice William O. Douglas would 
have disrupted the Supreme Court, and W Averell Harriman’s Wall 
Street background was thought to be a political disadvantage. In 
part, too, the objective conclusion was rearhea that Acheson, by 
experience and ability, was pre-eminently fitted for the post. 
New Role But an even more compelling reason, according to 

those who should know, was simply that the Presi- 
dent likes Acheson very much personally admires him greatly, and 
is certain that he can work with him closely and successfully. This 


in itself suggests one change which is likely to take place in the | 


relationship between the White House and the State Department. 

Until now, Truman’s role in the making ct foreign policy has 
been with few exceptions confined to an almost automatic approval 
of what his Secretary of State was doing. This will be so no longer. 
Truman has no intention of becoming his own Secretary of State. 
But he does intend that the final authority should be definitely and 
clearly his. 


Forrestal This does not mean, of course, that the basic direction 

of American policy wil] be altered Aside from Tru- 
man’s own testimony and the appointment of Acheson, himself one 
of the chief architects of the policy of firmness toward the Soviet 
Union, the most striking evidence cn this point is Truman’s attitude 
toward Secretary of Defense Jamcs Forrestal 

Forrestal] has been one of the chief targets of those who have 
been calling on the President to “stop the cold war” by turning 
over most of the world to the Sovict Union. Reports have emanated 
from these sources that Forrestal will be askec to resign soon after 
Marshall leaves. In fact, it can ve stated on undoubted authority 
that Truman has let Forrestal know that he 1s deeply grateful for 
the service Forrestal has rendered, and that he wants Forrestal to 
stay as long as he can be prevailed upon to do so. 

Yet though the President is in 10 mond for appeasing either the 
Soviet Union or the admirers of Henry Wallace, the appointment 
of Acheson is fortunate for the country in view of Truman’s well- 
known impulsiveness. For Acheson has a deep and hard-earned 
understanding of the real nature of the conflict between the Soviet 
Union and the Western world. The President occasionally seems 
tempted to believe that he can resolve the conflict by pulling a 
rabbit out of his hat. Acheson knows that he cannot, and the 
President is pretty certain to rely on Acheson’s judgment, in which 


he has great confidence. 

Yet there is no assurance that the successful relation- 
Congress ship which seems to be in prospect between the State 
Department and the White House will alse evolve between the 
State Department and the Congress. Iwo great issues will soon 
confront the Congress. One is the North Atlantic Pact, designed 
to form the keystone of American foreig) policy The other is the 
rearmament of Western Europe withou’ which the pact will have 
no meaning. 

Clearly, both measures will require Reprtlican support. 

Yet the plain fact is that the bipartisan basis of foreign policy 
has been most gravely weakened. One reason is simply the im- 
minent departure of Marshall and Robert A. Lovett, with whom 
the Republican foreign policy leaders, and especially Sen. Arthur 
Vandenberg, have developed an intimate understanding. By con- 
trast, the relationship between Vandenberg and Acheson, who 
have had serious policy differences in the past, is one of mutual, 
but distinctly chilly, respect, 

Bipartisanship has also been weakened by the small-minded 
action of the Senate Democrats in reducing the Republican repre- 
sentation on the Senate Foreign Affairs Committee. This has caused 
the Republicans angrily to suspect that the Administration has 
decided since the election to freeze them out of foreign policy. In 
fact, it can be said with assurance that Truman has no such inten- 
tion, and that the White House had absolutely nothing to do with 
the foreign Affairs Committee action.

Highway Plan 


Editor Constitution: There have been a great 
many opinions given and published relating to a 
constitutional reorganization of the Highway De- 
partment. 

The main thing I have in mind is to present a 
view that I have in regard to the reorganiza- 
tion of this Department. It is this: 

Retain the pravision in the present law en- 
acted by the General Assembly in 1943 on an 
amendment that I introduced which provides 
that the Highway Department cannot let any 
legal contract within three months next pre- 
ceding the end of the term of office of any 
Governor. 

Provide for having a member of the High- 
way Board from each congressional district, and 
that all new roads which may be constructed 
must be voted on by the members of this Board 
and at least seven of the members shal] vote 
in favor of the construction of a new road be- 
fore the Director can let,a contract for the con- 
struction thereof. 

Annually pro rate the funds for new road 
construction to each county on some fair and 
equitable basis, and provide for this fund not to 
be diverted unless there shall be an emergency, 
and declare in the law what shall constitute an 
emergency. If and when an emergency shall 
have been declared to exist, an equitable por- 
tion shall be taken from the funds set aside to 
each county, for new road construction, to meet 
the emergency. 

Provide for the members of the Board and/or 
the Director to be liable for the expending of 
any of the funds for new road construction con- 
trary to the provision. 

Provide for the Director and each member 
of the Board to give bond to the State in a surety 
company insuring the State against the misap- 


propriation of any of the funds and that the 
State pay the insurance premium. 

The above appear to me to be the key things 
that have been giving a lot of concern to the 
people of this State. There are a number of 
other ideas, but I have concluded to present 
briefly the above to you for whatever they 
may be worth and such comment as you may 


want to present, if any.

The Congressmen Don't Forget Anything 


WASHINGTON—Our Congressmen, who are eager beavers everyone, haven’t actually got down 
to the business of making laws yet, but already they have introduced more than 2,000 bills, includ- 
ing one that would make “Mom’s Day” official. Another would exempt children’s sleds from the man- 


’ excise tax, while a third would give free uniforms to letter carriers. 


The bills are flut- 


tering in from the public printer like lettuce leaves, burying the clerks in an avalanche of high- 
grade white paper and mostly, I fear, never will see the light of day. 


Except here. I have spent this day poring 
over the fine type and I can report that there 
are few things in this world about which at 
least one legislator hasn’t written a would-be law. 

Seven separate lawgivers, in which looks like 
a duplication of effort, wrote bills to repeal the 
tax on oleomargarine. Four penned documents 
that would blank out the Taft-Hartley Act. A 
couple of hundred produced bills giving war 
veterans all kind of benefits, from free postage 
to better hospitals to bigger pensions. 

And Rep. George A. Smathers, of Miami, 
Fla., sent up a bill, No. 1005, which would put 
Uncle Samuel in the business of sending run- 
away children back to the arms of their moth- 
ers. Provided they ran across State lines, that is.

A number of Congressmen would cut out 
taxes on their wives’ handbags and fur coats.

* movie seats, electric light bulbs, and billiard 
tables. 

Rep. Eugene J. Keogh, of Brooklyn, N. Y., 
seems to have burned the most midnight oil 
writing bills; he now has 42 to his credit. One 
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of them would prohibit any manufacturer of 
candy bars, nylon hosiery, or anything else, from 
using the words “White House” on his trade- 
mark, , 
One bill would give ex-Presidents pensions 
of $25,000 per year. One would build a fine 
new house (rent free) for the Vice President, 
who now must do his own house hunting. 
There are bills to make States of Alaska and 
Hawaii; to slap a duty on tung oil, which comes 
from China and goes into paint; to make it legal 
for citizens under some conditions to own gold 
money, and to set up branch offices of West 
Point and Annapolis in Southern California.

-g@nd has been concentrated in the last 15 or 20 
ep It always was a licentious institution, 
: when Roosevelt came to power, the magnates, 
greedy, vain and uncouth, were simply carried 
away by his calculated flattery. They actually 
dined and slept in the White House. He was 
making use of them. It drove them crazy with 
self-importance. But tell me, have you ever 
seen a movie which could be interpreted as a 
criticism of any phase of Roosevelt’s adminis- 
_ tration? To them that would be sacrilege. Or 
a movie which furiously attacked Hollywood it- 
self and its moguls, who nevertheless depicted 
the United States Congress as a gang of rogues, 
cowards and ignorant dupes and the Ameri- 
ean press as a Fascist institution? 

I prepared a scenario about a year ago and 
the producers had backing and were going to 
show up the reign of the Capone gang in the 
movie industry through Browne and Bioff. But 

Eric Johnston, of the Moving Picture Associa- 
“ tion, stopped it. It would have depicted some 
of Mr. Johnston’s own employers in sordid so- 
cia] relations with Willie Bioff, who had gone to 
Hollywood straight from Chicago, where he ran 
a brothel and was convicted of it and given six 
months in jail. Bioff was one of the lowest 
things alive, but he was good enough to snap 
canapes with the haute monde of Hollywood. 
He feally was their social and moral peer and 
that was a portrayal which the Johnston office 
of the Moving Picture Association had to pre 
vent at all costs. 


I have no ulterior motive in reciting these 
facts because I am not a movie man, and I did 
the story feeling sure they would kill it. The 
Johnston office barred all Capone films with a 
trick extra proviso that the punishment must 
fit the crime. As long as that one stays on 
the books, it will be impossible to film the 
John Hartford swindle, which is a vital inci- 
dent in the biography of President Roosevelt. 
But they didn’t insist on that when Elliott got 
up his quickie on the old man’s career. *Elliott 
just ignored it. 

For a while, Hollywood will still have color 
which television hasn’t got. But color will come 
on television just as color and sound came 
to the screen, and then why would people go 
to the movies at high prices and some incon- 
venience? I don’t know yet who will pay for 
these free television shows, but somebody will. 
There will be better and better television shows 
and they will suck dollars away from the movie 
theaters and Hollywood and radio. , 


And yet, radio stars collect salaries thus far 
unequalled even by rajahs and presume to 
political wisdom of corresponding importance. 

I think television will liquidate the pundits of 
the radio because thus far these strange crea- 
tures have thrived as disembodied, oracular 
spirits. In one broadcast such a one may snarl 
horribly at some generalized enemy, such as 
Naziism or, in the recent fad, Communism, then 
spank some unoffending public servant for 
something that his wife’s brother said while 
drunk, and wind up with a paternal lecture to 
the adult citizens of the greatest popular gov- 
ernment in history, who are presumed to be in- 
telligent men and women. ° 


I am personally acquainted with most of 
these pundits and have marveled, rather 
morosely, at the credulous avidity of the un- 
seen audience in repeating as sound informa- 
tion motivated insinuations, slanders, proph- 
ecies and praises. They are not beautiful 
men but extremely commonplace, and when 
they rasp and sneer for television the public 
surely must discover that all this is not wis- 
dom, but soap-box. I mean I think so, al- 
though I have an incurable tendency to flat- 
ter the people’s intelligence. 


The great glammers of the silent movies 
withered and became nobodies haunting the lots 
for petty jobs when sound came in. The great 
canal system went to weeds and the locks rot- 
ted and fell when the railroads came. And 
when Hollywood dawned on the U. S. A., a thou- 
sand theaters devoted to the drama discoursed 
by road shows or local stock became factories 
and warehouses.
